CONSERVATION KEYNOTE | 


The first Educational program on January 
11 under our new chairman, Julia Dearth, 
was a challenge to all the seriously 
conservation-minded among us-——and that's 
all of us, isn't it? The program was 
under the Conservation Committee of the _ 
Club, and the speakers all brought home 
quite plainly that we cannot rest on our 
past laurels, or the laurels of those 
who have been doing the most active work, 

Speakers Arthur Blake and Jack Barnard 
explained some of the problems new con- 
fronting the conservation groups and the 
work that has been done, Jack pointed 
out that one of the chief dangers was 
from encroachment through the continual 
efforts of commercial activities to en- 
large the. areas open to them for their 
interests. Only by constantly keeping . 
alert and circumventing these, threats 
can we “hope to.succeed in our tasks as. 
"watchdogs" of the wilderness. A elimmer 
of hope was seen in recent increased 
appropriations in the national budget for 
the Park Service, .Members were urged 
to write to their Congressmen to support 
this increase, 

An important part of thé Conservation 
Committee progradm has ‘béen the formation 
of a \ilderness Conference under the 
guidance of Charlotte Mauk,. This con- - 
sists of all agencies administering the 
High Sierra Wilderness areas, with a 
meeting scheduled in April, It is their. 
hope to formulate a program to better 
protect this precious area, not from 
commercial interests, mind you, but from 
the people who love it best and whose 
constant travels leave their mark.

The letter stressed the new policy _ 
will be experinental., Thé proposed 
charges will be for the use of facili- 

- ties and not for entrance to national 
The Forest Service plans to
